DREADNAUGHT LOCOMOTIVES,
More smportanl than any news of
Cerman 17-inch guns or British super-
threadnaughts s the  announcement
that the Grept Northern rallroad han
engines pulling a mile of loaded
fralght cars. These huge locomotives
nre in use in the state of Washinglon
Letween Spokane and  Leavenworlh.
They are described &8s having seven-
teen driving wheels aplece, and two
separate bollers,

Two years ago James J. Hill sug-
gested, as his ideal of power and
transportation efficlency, a locomotive
capable of hauling 100 loaded cars.
These are hauling 134 cars apiece—
wre equlvalent of about 00 cars of
the ordinary European type. Thelr
rery power has proved to be a source
of trouble. There are no side tracks
long enough to accommodate thelr
tralns, and there are few cars strong
cnough to endure the strain of the
cnormous pull, so0 that the trains are
ronstantly breaking in two. Thesc
vefects, however, will be remadied.
Eventually, it is likely that the whoino
erquipment wlill be rebullt to fit the
new glants,

gineg of this type will be pulling
freight over the "big hill"—the Cas-
cades divide—to the Puget sound
fdorts. Il they prove practicable for
ihat henvy mountain work, simdlar en-
gines wlill probalicr be inetalled on
other trunk lines in the mountain re-
plons. That would presumably teml
to cheapen transportation and help
the railroads to compete with. steam-

Withont a Country.

(New York World.) -

The two American citizens now in
Germuny whose passports have been
revoked by order of the state depart-
ment had published a letter saying
that they were ashamed of their eciti-
zenship. If they continue in the same
frame of mind, they will 'have an op-
portunity very soon, no doubt, tn»
demonstrate their affection for Ger-
many in & more manly way. Having
nothing to show that they are not
subject to military service, they may
not get out of Germany excepl as Lhey
put on its uniform and go forth as
anldlers

- Much of the ill- fﬂeling againat the
IInltcd States in Gerinany has been
Instigated by American citizens of
German birth who have violently mls-
represented this country and slavish-
Iy souglit the aporoval of the war
party abroad." Some of these worth-
Ies have not taken the trouble to cross
the ocean. Others, llke the men who
fo rthe moment are without a coun-
try, have acted as agents of a vicious
propaganda and have taken their pay
in flattery and otherwise.

When Vallandigham became too
sympathetic with the South during
our Civil War, President .Lincoln had
him quletly deposited within the Con-
federate lines, where he would be
among friends. So, in the case of the
two Amerlcans who seem to prefer
the sovereignty of the Kalser, Sec-
retary Bryan's order leaves them In
a position where they are likely to
get vae full benefit of it.
